SPRINGING TO ARMS. 


“The United States has been at warjsince April 


6. Intelligent comprehension will take in these 
facts: Bact 

The regular army is not yet recruited up to 
War strength. The national guard. has not been 
Pecruited up and has’ not been mobilized. The 
first step in making the new army will be taken 
tomorrow. The men will not be selected until 
September. The cantonments to receive them are 
mot ready and material to build them cannot be 
obtained. 

At war all this time and the machinery of 
Preparation is operating so slowly and against so 
Many obstacles that an enemy, unconfined by a 
fieet allied to us, would have had his invaders ‘on 
our shores. We have virtually nothing. with 
Which «to oppose an army of the size that could 
have been transported here by this time by an 
enemy possessing a stronger navy than ours. 

If we alone were at war with Germany, at 
least our eastern coast and eastern cities would 
be occupied by Germans now. This is not stated 
in criticism of what is being done nor to bewail 
facts which are emphasized by conditions. It is 
the future which asks us not to be foolhardy 
again. The past telis-us we have been, but that 
is. closed. We are accepting the consequences 
and there is no way of avoiding them. But why 
ever again? 

The military legislation by means of which -we 
are struggling to organize and develop military 
Strength is emergency legislation intended for 
this war. It will not continue an army in exist- 
enee when the war is over. It will not give us unil- 
versal service and put the young man of 19 in 
training. It will not maintain our military uidiad 
ment and establishment. 

When this work is done we shall revert to the 
condition which now causes—so much trouble. 
We shall again be where a strong invader would 
find us helpless. 

It does not seem eneatble that a nation which 
finds the lessons of its neglect so conspicuous in 
"@ time of great danger could be neglectful again. 
Congress, having legislated for the emergency, 
‘Ought to legislate for the future. 

It ought to give us universal service and-by so 
doing provide the future with protections which 
this day lacks. It ought to do this now. 


“Springing to arms” has gone to its proper | 


retreat, which is an insane asylum. We can 
Spring only’ to ruin. Nations do not expect nine 
or ten months’ time for preparation after they 
have gone to war. That is the time we are taking 
—it may prove longer. Six weeks might be 
enough for disaster. | 


OUR FIRST WAR SCANDAL. 


For colfi-blooded profiteering it would be hard 
to beat the present manipulation of coal prices. 
It is the first big scandal of the war. 

A 300 per cent increase in prices is unwarranted 
and dishonest. There is no shortage of coal; in 
fact, some of the mines are not being operated, 
the purpose being, it is said, to cut down the 
supply. Neither is there the slightest warrant for 
anything like such a price advance on account of 
War conditions. 

The mine owners first added 65 cents to last 
years price to take care of increased -operating 
expenses; recently they gave it a still bigger 
boost by adding $1.20 more. In the opinion of 
impartial observers this is nothing more nor less 
than an effort to gouge the public. It is an un- 
Scrupulous attempt to get rich quick through 
war profits. 

Meanwhile the government needs thousands of 
tons of coal to make rifle barrels. Some harsh 
things have been said and some harsh things 
ought to be done. The indictment is very simple: 
In a time of national crisis the coal men, for their 
own profit, are holding up not ey the public but 
the ee erent itself.

CLAIMING EXEMPTION. 


A real test for the patriotism of the young men 
of the United States will be presented on registra- 
tion day, tomorrow. It will be found in their 
answers to the question: “Do you claim exemp- 
tion from the draft? Specify grounds.” 

Many will think it is unfortunate the question 
must be answered. They would rather state their 
Case, and let the government decide whether it 


| »meeds them or wants them: There may be very 


compelling reasons why they should not go to war, 
and yet they dislike to put themselves in the light 
of refusing to serve their country. They are not 
' quitters, yet they will be listed with the quitters, 
the felons, and the feeble-minded in the record. 

If these men want to distinguish themselves 
from that class, they should plan some adjust- 
ment whereby it would be possible for them to 
undertake military duty. There are few conditions 
in life which a man cannot alter to fit emergencies. 
af the difficulty pertains to. dependent relatives, 
perhaps there are other relatives or friends who 
Will Come to his assistance. Perhaps the mere 
Passage of time—a few months or a year—will 
automatically release him. In thege circumstances 
he can demonstrate his loyalty to his country by 
Stating the possibility either on the registration 
Dilank or in a letter to the authorities. 

Even for those who believe their obliga*ion to’ 
their family is greater than their obligavion to 
Hight for their country there is the opportunity to 
avoid the “quitter” label. “I conscientiously be- 
lieve I am needed more at home,” they will say, 


= “but if my country calls me I will gladly come.” 


The government recognizes that men. employed 
in certain industries mugt be granted immunity, 
from Graft.

The committee on gas, oil, and secttris! light has 
just reported into the city, council an ordinance 
which will make it possible to save much of these 
basic war materials, The ordinance eliminates 
the high candle power standard, thus enabling 
the company to dispense with the use of oil, and 
it reduces the heat unit requirement. to the state 
standard, thus permitting the company to “ wash.

It is estimated the bdiiage of the Liiceelies 
would mean an immediate annual saving of 
15,000,000 gallons of*gas oil. Within three years— 
that is, after the company completes its proposed 
coal gas plant—there will be a saving of all the 
gas oil now used, about 79,000,000 gallons, which 
is nearly sufficient to run the navy fora year. | 
Moreover, by washing the gas the company 
can produce something like 1,000,000 gallons of 
toluol and 700,000 gallons of benzol, which now 
go to waste. Both are bata to make high explo- 
sives—-benzol, for instance, is the basis / of pieric 
acid, the element that gives la torpedo its punch.

“tary of the British embassy at 
Madrid, who has now succeeded to 
f the family honors and estates, 
bears a name that is very well known on 
this side of the Atlantic, for his father, 
old | Admiral Sir Lambton Loraine, who 
has just passed away In his eightieth 
year, enjoyed the distinction of. being 
the only Englishman upon whom the 
freedom of the City of New York has 
been eonferred since revolutionary days. 
The honor followed what was known as 
the Virginius incident. . 
The Virginius was “a 
steamship engaged in helping the Cuban 
insurgents when captured by Spanish 
men-of-war. There were a large num- 
ber of Englishmen and Americans on 
board the Virginius—some merely a3 
passengers—who knew nothing of the 
ship’s true character. The Spaniards 
were indulging in a wholesale execution 
of the American and English people on 
board when Sir Lambton entered the 
port of Havan#@in command of the Brit- 
ish warship’ Niobe and threatened to 
blow every Spanish gunboat and vessel 
then im harbor, to pieces and to bombard 
the city if any-more.were executed. The 
butchery was at once suspended, and for 
thus saving the lives of the survivors 
Sir Lambton received the freedom of the

This gold brick, along with tits from 
other American cities besides New York, 
were stolen two years ago, when Bram- 
ford hall, his country seat near Ipswich;

vention of the crown and government

His son, Sir Percy Loraine, has now 
become the twelfth holder of the baron~ 
etcy, dating from.the reign of Charles 
I., and can trace his descent from Rob- 
ert de Loraine, who was one of the com- 
panions in arms of William the Con- 
queror at the battle of Hastings, as 
shown by the Roll of Battle Abbey. 
Robert de Loraine received extensive 
lands inv Northumberland and Durham 
from the Conqueror, as recorded in 
Doomsday Book, and the family suffered 
greatly at the hands of Oliver Crom- 
well’s Parliamentarians for their fidelity 


to the royalist cause. 


Maj. Herbert Wilson al the Royal 
Horse guards, whose death at the front 
in France has just been reported, will 
be recalled as one of the English team 
that came to America for the interna- 
tional polo cup. and is the third of a 
quartet of brothers to give his, life for 
his country. His eldest brother, Col. 
Gordon Wilson, husbaad of Lady Sarah 
Wilson,. was killed at the. battle of 
Ypres. The second brother, Wilfred, 
lost his life in the South African war.
